REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the Year Ending March 1, 1895.

To THE PEOPLE OF WEBSTER: . 


In presenting their annual report the school board have 
deviated somewhat from their former method and adopted a 
plan suggested by the state superintendent. | 

Your committee have maintained six schools of twenty-eight 
weeks each, all of which were reasonably successful. 

It was thought best to consolidate the school at White 
Plains with Sweatt’s Mills at a saving of about $100, with bet- 
ter opportunities for the scholars. 

Much good work was done during the year, and an increas- 
ing interest was manifested by teachers, scholars, and parents 
in the welfare of the schools. 

A pleasant incident of the summer term was the raising of 
flags on several of the school-houses on Memorial Day, and it 
is to be hoped that appropriate exercises may be observed each 
year by the scholars on that day. ; 

The sum appropriated for repairs was sufficient to put the 
outside of the school buildings in good condition. A small 
sum to place a dictionary in each school room is much needed. 

In conclusion your board would say to the citizens of Web- 
ster who contribute liberally for the support of schools, that 
the hearty codperation with the teacher of both parents and 
scholars is highly necessary to obtain the best results.
